What was the inspiration behind 
your designs?

We love to queue, 
and many a times, we don’t even know what 
we’re queuing for! Toilet queues, like the one I 
designed, are one of the most common scenes 
we see. I chose to illustrate this using the 
shape of a heart, as Singapore may be small in 
size but we are certainly big-hearted! 

ZM: I decided to go with something fun so 
I went with local snacks since I love to eat, 
and the iconic dragon playground in Toa 
Payoh. I chose ang ku kueh (red bean cakes) 
and peng kueh (rice cakes) as they have 
unique shapes. 

What were some challenges you faced? 

K: The main challenge for me was 
incorporating the uniquely Singapore theme 
into a sanitary-related product. It’s something 
really different from what I usually do 
(which is 3D visualisation), but I enjoyed the 
whole process. 

ZM: Time! Having to design for the contest 
between work and school was a real challenge.

It wasn’t until 201 0 that she 
and her brother debuted Dazzling 
Cafe, bringing together elements 
of fashion, luxury and food under 
one roof. The food business soon 


overshadowed the fashion 
venture and the chain’s 
outlets are now some of 
the most popular hangout spots 
in Taiwan. Their sunlit two-storey 
flagship branch here is their first in 
South-east Asia. While queues can 
be long, it’s worth snagging a seat 
to admire the quirky decor while 
sampling Taiwan-style 
Western delights such 
as the popular honey 
toast. The joint also 
includes a champagne 
bar that serves up some 
of the prettiest drinks 
we’ve seen.

ong forgotten with the advent of 
faster and more efficient technology, 
letterpress printing is making its way 
back into the limelight with the help of 

three craftsmen here. Revived as an 

artisanal craft, it strikes a chord with those who are 
tired of digitally printed, and often mass produced, 
cards, yearning instead for something with a little 
more character and individuality - all of which 
letterpress printing provides. 

Considered the oldest form of printing, 
letterpress printing involves an inordinately 
large amount of skill and dedication to make 
impressions of rows of words or illustrations on 
paper. From assembling movable type on the bed 
of the press to hand operating the often ancient 
machinery, a lot of manual labour is required just 
to transfer inked designs onto soft, thick paper. 

Like most revivals, the new differs from the 
old. While printers in the past favoured ‘kiss’ 
impressions - where there are no indentations 


on the paper, the three craftsmen today take 
pride in producing deep impressions. Jacqueline 
Goh from The Fingersmith Letterpress quips 
laughingly, “If they (the older generation) saw 
our work now, they’d probably tell us that it’s 
terrible!” 

But their customers beg to differ. Prints with 
deep indents are cherished amongst letterpress 
aficionados, who favour the texture and shadows 
created. These add a level of distinction to the 
postcards, wedding invites and name cards that 
are popular items for this process. And as with 
most handmade products, prices are higher than 
your average digital prints. According to Michelle 
Yu of The Gentlemen’s Press, prices can range 
from $1 to $4 for a name card, and up to $300 
for a single poster. 

It all seems worth it however, when one 
holds in their hands a print fresh off the press, 
containing a myriad of smells and textures that 
cannot be replicated anywhere else.

The result of a rash and impulsive 
decision, The Gentlemen’s Press is a 
fine example of a blessing in disguise. 
Michelle first picked up the craft in New 
York during her graduation trip there, and 
was struck by how affordable a machine 
was. With her mind set on learning more, 
the plucky entrepreneur picked out a 
letterpress machine and purchased it 
immediately after returning to Singapore 
shores. “I believe if we’re not impulsive 
enough, we will never get to do things 
that we really want to do,” said Michelle 
of her decision. 

Now in its fourth year of operation. 
The Gentlemen’s Press continues to make 
a name for itself among craft enthusiasts 
for its unique prints. Progressing 
towards more experimental work, the 
company even does customised music 
posters for local bands and musicians, 
something Michelle is particularly proud 
of. For something that came from a 
young and spontaneous whim, we’d 
say the outcome hasn’t turned out too 
shabby at all.

These workshops are 
conducted by Yao Yu, who formerly 
worked as a studio manager at a 
signage company. Yao Yu’s enthusiasm 
for typography led him to set up 
Typesettingsg, where he spreads his love 
for typography through his classes. Apart 
from workshops, Yao Yu does prints too, 
specialising in printing Chinese letters. 

As he was hardly exposed to the craft 
during his time as a design student, Yao 
Yu believes the trade has some way to 
go before it becomes mainstream, “but 
it can always be a big thing in 
(design) schools so long as 
they incorporate more of 
it into the syllabus,” he 
explains. To this end, he 
hopes his workshops 
will introduce a new 
generation of students 
to the centuries-old craft 
to pique their interest in it.

But keep in mind that there are 
many choices out there, so choose 
one that best suits your needs and the 
layout of your home.

■ PEDESTAL The most conventional of 
choices, the pedestal, or standing fan, 
offers better air circulation than their 
counterparts by nature of their design.

Energy 
efficiency. This ceiling fan 
consumes between 4 - 35W 
of energy.

■ CEILING Maximises air circulation 
in the room and can sometimes be 
installed with lighting. Usually requires 
electrical work to install them. 

■ WALL Like the ceiling fan, the wall 
fan doesn’t take up floor space. Choose 
this if you already have ceiling lights 

in place but still want to keep your 
floor free. 

■ MISTING More suited for outdoor 
environments since they spray water as 
they cool. 

■ AIR CIRCULATOR More effective in 
circulating air than regular fans, they 
have built-in technology and mechanics 
that generate more powerful airflow that 
can go a longer distance. 

■ BLADELESS The main advantage 
of bladeless fans over regular fans 
goes beyond aesthetics and safety. 

It creates a smoother flow of air, as 
air is continuously drawn in through 
the hidden blades (they are not really 
bladeless) and channelled out in 

a constant manner. Smoother air, 
cooler air.

Employing jet turbine technology, 
this air circulator is able to move 
air up to 29m.

Within this cooling machine is a nano titanium wasabi 
air purifying filter, which is coated with a layer of 
wasabi particles said to have a powerful antibacterial, 
anti-mould, anti-allergen and deodorising effect. 



Air conditioning comes in inverter or non- 
inverter types. An inverter unit operates 
using a variable compressor, so it constantly 
readjusts itself to the environment and 
changing occupancy. With that, you get a more 
consistent and comfortable temperature with 
minimal fluctuations. 

A non-inverter, on the other hand, 
operates either at full capacity or none at all. 

It undergoes a stop-and-start mechanism, 
stopping when it reaches its limit and starting 
again when the temperature in the room 
goes up. This means that the cool breeze 
you first experience when you switch your 
air conditioning on is not standardised 
throughout your usage. 

While it's one of the more effective ways 
to cool your home down, air conditioning can 
cost a pretty penny. Inverters are priced higher 
in the market but they tend to consume less 
power since they don’t endure stop-and-start 
repetitions. Nonetheless, significant savings 
in energy and costs over the long run depend 
very much on usage, so do your research (and 
calculations) before making a decision. 

Besides inverters and non-inverters, 
air conditioning can come in split versions. 

Split air conditioning comprises an outdoor 
unit housing the compressor and condenser 
which is kept separated from the indoor 


unit consisting of the cooling coil and filters. 
Multi-splits are units that have more than one 
indoor unit using a single external compressor. 
If you can’t install split air conditioning for 
various reasons, you might want to go for 
portable air conditioning or window units where 
installation is minimal, if any. 





For maximum 
efficiency, check 
your filters 
regularly. They 
tend to build up 
dirt and grime 
over time, which 
prevents air 
from flowing.

Unlike air 
conditioning which uses 
refrigerants and compressors 
to cool air, these devices 
harness the power of 
evaporation to provide 
cooling. It first draws hot air 
in, then passes this air over 
moistened pads, cooling 
it down. The cooled air is 
channelled back out to bring 
down the temperature of 
the room. For them to be 
really effective however, they 
would need hot, dry air, so 
they might not be the best 
choice in our humid weather 
where air molecules are 
already heavily saturated 
with moisture. 
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SUN REPELLENT 

Don’t just protect your 
windows from the sun, 
protect your walls too! If 
you’re living in a landed 
home that permits you to 
paint the exterior of your 
house, you might want to 
consider Nippon Paint’s 
SolaReflect. It’s an exterior 
wall paint that reduces heat 
build-up by reflecting solar 
energy off the surface of 
the wall. The paint company 
claims that the product can 
reduce indoor temperature 
by up to five degrees 
Celsius, which can be pretty 
significant as it decreases 
the overall energy required 
to cool your home down. The 
paint comes in a wide variety 
of colours too, so your home 
can look just as beautiful as 
it is cool. 



When it comes to keeping the heat out of your home, 
window treatments can work wonders when used 
alongside cooling devices to keep your environment 
comfortable. Unlike mechanical devices like air 
conditioning and fans, they don’t use up energy at all. 

But with so many options out there, what should you go 
for? That depends largely on the characteristics of the 
window treatments themselves. So whether you’re going 
for shades, blinds or films, select one that is meant to keep 
out the heat rather than those that are simply decorative. 
We shortlist three for you to consider.

In the original construction, all the screw holes were 
plugged in with timber dowels so that the metal screws 
would remain invisible. The lobby features similar 
ceilings made from teak timber, although they show off 
a boxier silhouette, which earned them the affectionate 
nickname “waffle” among the designers.

A partments in Taipei, particularly 
in the city centre, aren’t very big, 
which was why we were surprised 
to learn that this one stands at 
more than 2,000 square feet.

W hat’s there to suggest when 
you have little room to play 
with? Though this tiny HDB 
flat affords few ways to 
configure space, its appointed 
design team from Artist Room had big plans. 
They looked past its narrow layout, worn-out 
condition, and the fact that it only has one 
bathroom. All it needed were the right cosmetic 
touches to look as good as new. Fortunately, the 
homeowner was on board with a clean-cut style 
as the bachelorette herself was not a fan of loud 
design elements and clutter. With both designer 
and homeowner on the same page looking to 
carve out a modern and clutter-free haven, the 
renovation was off to a promising start. 
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COMMUNAL SPACES

Merging the kitchen and living 
zones went beyond having the same 
homogeneous floor tiles and a 
shared cabinet fixture, The designers 
noticed the kitchen’s ceiling was 
lower so they flushed the living 
area’s ceiling with the cooking space, 
Besides offering a seamless effect, 
the slightly lowered ceiling hides all 
the unsightly wiring in the living area. 


During the overhaul, the team was the most 
excited about altering the layout of the single 
bathroom. The classic ‘open-concept bathroom’ 
might immediately come to mind, but these 
ambitious designers really wanted to up their 
game. Since the bachelorette has to share 
this area with her tenant, they had to factor in 
privacy issues. Addressing this concern turned 
out to become the home’s highlight: a communal 
bathroom with separate wet zones. Says Mark 
Chen, the team’s project consultant: “We thought 
it was really different to incorporate two back- 
facing sinks, instead of the usual double sinks. 
Creating two new entrances, one from the service 
yard and another from the master bedroom, also 
really opens up this space.” 

With this versatile bathroom system in 
place, the team proposed other fresh changes 
to bring the dated-looking home back to 2015. 
Save for the enclosed toilet and shower stall, the 
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entire home is laid with 750mmx750mm grey 
homogeneous tiles. Mark explains that these wider 
tiles display less grout lines, and therefore lend 
a more spacious and uniformed appeal to the 
entire space. True enough, when teamed with the 
whitewashed walls, the home does appear larger 
than its 968 of square footage. The former swing- 
in bedroom doors were then replaced with sliding 
doors in favour of its space-minimising ways. 
Aesthetically, these new woodgrain patterned 
doors improve the look and serve as a warm visual 


contrast to the cool white walls. The designers 
opted for an exposed track, as opposed to a 
hidden one, to add more texture and character to 
the living space. 

The woodgrain patterns also make an 
appearance as laminate finishes on the kitchen 
cabinetry. It complements the sliding doors fittingly 
and highlights the fact that the cooking space has 
been integrated with the living area. After hacking 
away the boundary wall, the designers installed 
a cabinet fixture which literally covers almost the

roposing big ideas to a homeowner 
can be daunting for designers, but 
Alex Kwan of CHALK had a hunch 
his clients would be receptive to 
his unique concept that blends a 
variety of styles. “It all started with a Lego 
table the couple wanted,” he tells us. “It’s not 
your typical dining table, so when they told 
me about it, I thought they were quite fun 
and open-minded, and I decided to be more 
adventurous with this project.” 

It helped that the couple, who discovered 
the designer through magazines, were also 
very trusting and forthcoming with ideas. 

They showed Alex a moodboard of what they 
wanted - something current, airy, flexible, 
neat and comfortable. They wanted their place 


to have as little furniture as possible and be 
quite low-maintenance as well. 

Since the only occupants here are the 
owners and their two Birman cats, Alex 
suggested knocking down the walls along the 
wide corridor, making the space look doubly 
big. When the couple does want to close off 
areas, full-height sliding wooden doors can 
be pulled out to block off the master bedroom 
and dressing space. 

Departing from the norm, the couple 
decided to relocate their bedroom across the 
hallway, setting up a TV on the opposite wall 
so they could watch it in bed. Alex fixed up 
some wardrobe space here and gave them 
additional storage under the raised platform 
so they could pack away their belongings and

It looks like a quaint shop 
space with her goods displayed neatly on one 
side and his sea sports gear hung neatly on the 
other. In the middle is the custom-made Lego 
table that sparked it all. 

Alex tailored the table frame so the 
wife had a convenient assembly area for 
wrapping her packages. The couple also use 
this moveable piece as a dining table or bar 
when friends come over. Inspired by a Lego 
conference table they’d seen, this colourful 
island was a must for the pair, who put the 
tabletop together over the course of four days. 
Linder the glass top, you can see cute details 
the duo added, including Star Wars Minifigures 
and a bicycle, which show off their interests.

dining area to create a walkway that would link 
two back-to-back bathrooms. Instead of a wall, 
he set up rows of louvered windows as an added 
visual detail and to improve ventilation. The 
owners laughingly shared that guests sometimes 
feel awkward using the bathroom because the 
windows aren’t fully opaque, but they reassure 
them that those standing outside can't really 
make out what’s going on within. 

In the adjoining kitchen, the couple wanted to 
include a pegboard to hang cutlery and assorted 
ingredients. Installing one seemed “pretty easy” 
from photos they’d seen online, but the couple 
soon realised it’s not that straightforward to get 
pegboards with the right-sized holes. The ones 
available couldn’t accommodate the sturdier 
hooks they needed, so Alex ended up customising 


one just for them. Further inside, tall cabinets 
stash away laundry equipment and other 
household items, creating a streamlined space. 
The couple thought it’d be nice to cover them in 
chalkboard paint, but opted for green instead of 
ubiquitous black for a pop of colour. 

With this project, Alex had one concern: 
there was no designated space for their future 
brood, something most newlyweds would ask 
for. Flowever, the couple reassured him that 
they were fine with that and were happy with 
the results. “The house has to fit our present 
lifestyle very well, and this turned out in line with 
our vision. Alex has amazing style and was a 
joy to work with. Fie completed the place ahead 
of schedule and everything looks exactly like 
his renderings!”

ith three young daughters 
in tow, maintaining an 
uncluttered home that’s 
roomy and stylish at the 
same time was definitely 
not easy for this couple. Naturally, this 
became their request to their designer, 

Sze Yik from The Scientist. Working on this 
brief, Sze Yik delivered by weaving in plenty 
of unobtrusive storage in the many custom- 
made pieces that fill this flat, creating a chic 
and highly functional home. 

All that extra space came in handy for
